The one predictable after-effect of Cooper's 
84-hour cosmic adventure is the onrush of adula- 
tion from admiring populace. 

‘ “His latest taste of it was a heartfelt welcome 
by the people of Cocoa Beach who turned out 
Sunday along a 5‘,-mile stretch of sun-drenched 
highway and waved flags and bunting and beach 
towels and hollered “well done, Gordon.” 

The astronaut accepted the platidits from ah 
open car, waving and grinning. Beside him was 
his wife, Trudy. Two cars behind were his daugh- 
ters, Camala, 14, and Janita, 13. 

The parade ended at a beachfront motel where 
the girls listened to théif father describe his space 
flight for the benefit of 700 newspapermen who had 
watched him biast off, four days previously. 

In his Oklahoma drawl, Cooper told, orbit by 
orbit, how he performed his various experiments, 
made photographs of celestial phenom and took 
snapshots of the magnificent Himalay: 

He told how he was able to see minute detail 
on the ground more than 100 miles below. 

He told also how -he cat-napped from time to 
time when the work was done, and how he even 
caught a few winks during the long countdown be- 
fore the big Atlas rocket roared off the launching 


_He saw the heart of Red China. He nearly 
saw his own home, hidden_by trees, in Houston, 
Tex. He saw houses in Indiana, trucks, a boat, a 
train. 

“I did see Dallas, Tex., I did see Houston. I 
looked down and saw the lakes right in the 
area Of the new Space agency spacecraft centre. 
I couldn't see my own home. We left too many 
trees around there,” 

He took pictures of some parts of Red China. 

What did Red China look like from space? 


He held Up a plastic container of brown-and- 
yellow dehydrated food, and admitted some diffi- 
culty in adding water to it during the flight. What 
was it? a reporter asked. Pot roast, Cooper an- 
swered, 

He had no difficulty sleeping in space, save 
once. When he awoke to find his arms in weight- 
lessness hanging in the cockpit in front of him. 

“It is rather distracting,” he said.
